Supreme Court Decides U. S. Can 
Decide on Amount Chicago May

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—The 


United States supreme court today 
decided the federal government 
was empowered to regualte the 
amount of water to be withdrawn 
by the sanitary district of Chicago 
from Lake Michigan. 


Tor 
many years 
Chicago has 


withdrawn 10,000 cubic feeC a sec- 
ond as a basic feature of the city's 
water ^supply and sewage disposal 
system In spite of the fact the per- 
mit issued by the secretary of war 
allowed the withdrawal of but 4,167 
cubic feet per second. 
-The supreme .court's decision to- 
day settled a controversy of more 
than a score of years by upholidng 
rulings of the federal government 
on the amount of water Chicago 
would withdraw from, the Great 
Lakes basin and turn into the 
Mississippi basin.

If Not Mad, First Degree Murder 


Charge Planned. 


Husband of Woman Harder Vic-

Paresis, Causing Soften- 


ing of Brain. 


OMAHA, Jan. 5.—John Warren 


Hahne, 
48, wealthy 
apartment 


house owner here and former New 
York gangster, will not be tried for 
the brutal hatchet murder of his 
•wife, May Schafer Hahne, forty-sfcU 
County Attorney Henry J. Beal 
announced today. 


Instead insanity charges will be 


filed against him immediately, Beal 
said. 


If the insanity board fails to find 


Hahne insane, first degree murder 
Charges will then be placed against 
the man, Beal said. 
Hahne is suffering from paresis, 


a result of a social disease con- 
tracted years ago. This has eaten 
away the upper part of his jaw and 
nose and has caused softening of 
the 
brain, according to a report 


made to Beal by Dr. G. Alexander 
Youag, alienist 
Beal declared 
that evidence 


showed beyond doubt that Hahne 
had killed his wife. 
"He planned the murder with all 


the guile of a madman,1' Beal said. 


"Mrs. Hahne was killed as she 


sat across the 'breakfast table from 
her husband early Friday morning. 
The murderer made every effort to 
show that the crime had been com- 
mitted in the basement. 
"He carefully washed away all 


the 'blood in the dining room. But 
microscopic examination 
of the 
carpet showed two large blood 
spotches eight,by twelve_tawheax»n 
the nay of the carpet underneath. 
"The 
murder occurred before 
Mrs. Hahne had started to eat 
breakfast. A postmortem examina- 
tion showed the stomach to be en- 
tirely empty. 
"After the murder Hahne clamly 


sat down and ate the breakfasts 
which his wife had prepared for 
both of them, disposing of her por- 
tion as well as his own. The dirty 
dishes whioh he left in his effort 
to establish an alibi shows this be- 
yond dispute. 
"He dragged the body of his wife 


down stairs to the basement where 
he itruck it time after time with 
the hatchet, hammer and Iron bar. 
There were 
twenty-four hatchet 


wounds In the skull. 
"The condition of the body when 


examined by physicians at 2:15 p. 
m. showed that the woman was 
killed early in the morning. 


"After the murder Hahne care- 


fully set about building up an alibi. 


"He 
boarded a street car and 
went-^yntown. He visited prac- 
ticallMfvery establishment where 
he lijpjever transacted business, 
and could account for every move- 
ment from 10 in the morning until 
his return home at 2 p. m. 
"Se made sure of having a wit- 


ness to the finding of the body by 
bringing Bronder, 
the plumber, 


home with him on a pretext of lac- 
Ing a leaking water pipe. 
"Hahne is a dangerous madman 


and I will Insist that he *e placed 
In an asylum for the rest of his 
life." 
Relatives of both Hahne and the 


murdered woman arrived here Sun- 
day. G. Wirt Hahne, a brother of 
the accused man, came here from 
Minneapolis. He said he would aid 
in his brother's defense.

men who desire to serve in those 
respective capacities. 


The feeling over the fact that 


Omaha wants both high places has 
been growing, and as none of the 
other candidates are seeking to 
halt it, the prospects are that it 
may defeat both Rodman and Rob- 
bins. As each believes that he 
could get the coveted honor if the 
other were out of it and as each is 
strong in his respective caucus, 
neither cares to end the situation 
by withdrawing. 


Both Staats and Burke are profit- 
ing by the situation in their can- 
didacies for speaker, and each feels 
confident of success if it remains 
unchanged. The seventeen republi- 
can members of the Sixth may 
settle the contest by caucus action 
of their own. They meet during 
Monday afternoon, and a tentative 
agreement has been reached by 
which the entire strength of the 
district will be cast for the man 
who gets the majority of the votes. 
This, it is figured, will help Burke, 
who has a number of friends in 
that section.

He 
said the leaders in Japan ar« as 
able and good men as in any west- 
ern country, but that the pressure 
of a people of sixty millions in a 
country only twice the size of Ne- 
braska made the policy apparently 
imperialistic. 


The average farm in Japan is 


two and a half acres, Mr. Jorgen- 
sen said. Farming is intensive be- 
cause an average of five persons to 
a family must be maintained on 
that area. The land is cultivated 
entirely by Jiand. The small size 
of farms would make modern ma- 
chinery unsuitable if it were ob- 
tainable. Birth control has been 
advocated by some of the leaders 
as a remedy for over-population.

COAL WAGON 
MEN STRIKE 


CmCAGO FACES INTENSE SUF- 


FERING AS RESULT.. 


^Problems 


BY MAR,Y GORDON 


Fuel Deliveries Stopped to All 


Places But Hospitals and 


Orphan Asylums—Many 


Homes Need Supply. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 5.—Intense suf- 


fering was feared as 3,000 coal 
wagon drivers went on strike today 
for higher wages and better work- 
ing conditions. 


Coal deliveries were stopped to 


all but 
hospitals 
and orphan 


asylums. 


The public schools have a re- 


serve of 22,000 tons of coal which 
will last about two weeks. If the 
strike lasts longer than two weeks 
the schools will be forced to sus- 
pend classes, officials stated. 


There are many thousands of 


homes with only a few days supply 
on hand, coal dealers stated and 
in some homes there is only 24 
hours supply. Drivers were worked 
overtime during the past few days 
in an effort to furnish sufficient 
fuel to theaters, public buildings 
and homes to tide them over the 
strike period. The present wages 
is 70 cents an hour. 


The strikers first asked for $2 


a day raise and a clause exempt- 
ing them from carrying the coal 
from wagons to delivery points. 
The final demand was an increase 
of $1 a day with the same clause. 


"We simply cannot afford 
to 


meet the money demand," A. Frank 
Druly, president of the Chicago 
Merchants association, which in- 
cludes the 400 coal yards involved, 
stated today. "The strike was a 
surprise to me, as the negotiations 
were still going on when the strike 
was announced." 


A meeting of the coal dealers 


was called for today to take steps 
to meet the situation. 


A meeting of coal union officials 


also will be held at the same time 
and city officials hope that an 
agreement will be reached before 
the fuel situation becomes aggra- 
vated. 


If a settlement is not reached 


soon, Mayor Dever is expected to 
take action.

dabs of about one-third of an Inch 
apart, hold the vabe directlv over 
the flame and let the colors "run" 
turning the vase all the while to 
prevent its dropping off. 


The amount of wax depends on 


the personal taste. 1 prefer quite 
a bit, as a richer effect is obtained 
by more wax, tho some prefer a 
thin coating, as it does not chip off 
so easily. 


Finish the vase out in the above 


manner. The tool is often used to 
smooth out places where the wax 
does not seem to meet well; but 
remember, always use the tool 
when it is hot (place it in the 
flame). 


After 
a few months' wear the 


vase will begin to look dingy, per- 
haps. All that is necessary to re- 
new its luster is to reheat over the 
burner, getting it hot all over, but 
not hot enough to run, and then the 
vase again looks new.

Foods Given a Zest 


by Cold Weather

OODS in season are always a 
delight. Pork, for instance. 
never tastes just right until 


the snow flies; then it seems to have 
a flavor that is particularly tooth- 
some. 
Cranberry Salad. 
Wash and pick over a quart of 
large cranberries, then cover with 
two eupfuls of cold water and cook 
gently until they are soft. 
Then 
strain them through a fine sieve. 
Add two eupfuls of sugar, two table- 
spoonfuls of powdered gelatine dis- 
solved in a little bit of cold water, 
a half cupful of seeded and chopped 
raisins, a half cupful of finely 
minced celery, a half cupful of grat- 
ed pineapple (canned will do) and a 
half cupful of blanched and chopped 
almonds. 
Cook gently, then turn 
into small individual molds wet in 
cold water. 
Set to cool. 
When 
ready turn the molded cranberry out 
on white lettuce leaves and top with 
heavy mayonnaise made without 
mustard. 
A Pork Chop Plate Dinner. 
Have eight pork chops cut from 
fresh young pork, bone them, dip 
them in a little melted butter, therr 
in a little cinnamon and sugar 
mixed, dust with a little salt, and 
lay in a shallow baking pan with a 
cupful of grape juice or cider poured 
around them.

Pasteurized Mothers' Milk 


Used to Save Babies

OT long ago, I met a friend of mine who is 
a famous baby doctor. He conducts a series 
of health stations where expectant mothers 


are given advice and where tiny babies are guided 
into health and vigor. 


We talked about premature and seriously 


under-developed babies. 
These" are the infants 


whose lives are easily snuffed out and whose care 
is one of the perplexities of the medical profession. 


Usually the mother of-such an infant is frail, 


perhaps a semi-invalid. Her supply of breast milk 
is insufficient or entirely lacking. 


In such cases it has been the effort of the doctor to work 


modified*.' 
feeding, 
prepared 
from 


cow's milk. In many cases, he suc- 
ceeds in. saving the precious little 
life. Unfortunately, a proportion of 
such babies die in spite of the strug- 
gles of doctor and nurse. 


My friend said they are having 


good luck In caring for premature 
babies by using pasteurized mother's 
milk. They have found a large num- 
ber of mothers who have a surplus 
of breast milk, far more than their 
own babies require. The excess of 
milk is extracted and there are so 
many mothers contributing in 
York City that the tctal daily quan- 
tity is qiiite amazingly large. 
It is a fact well known to all baby 
experts that the milk of a mixed 
herd of cows is better than the milk 
of one cow, unless it happens that 
that one cow is perfect. For the 
same reason the mixed milk of this 
host of noble volunteers is better for 
the premature baby. 
Great care is exercised in the se- 
lection of the mothers who are to 
contribute. 5"<? give every assurance 
of freedom from accidental contami- 
nation, however, alt the mflk is -care- 
fully pasteurized. 
This experimeat has "been carried 
so far in New York that there can 
be no doubt of its' efficacy. There 
will be prejudice against it, exactly 
as there was against the employment 
of wet nurses, but commonsense 
must prevail.

Six Thousand Youngsters Have 


Gone Thru Classes in last 


Eleven Years—Many 


Start Here. 


Six thousand boys have taken 


an active part in the physical train- 
ing classes at the Lincoln "J- M- 
C. A., in the last eleven years, ac- 
cording to O. B. Anderson, assis- 
tant director of the Y, and 10,000 
have taken a more or less active 
part. Today 350 boys are mem-^ 
bers of these teams. 


The group of 350 boys is divided, j 


into thirty-eight teains, with a cap- 
tain for each team. The groups 
range from twelve to thirteen 
years old up to the age of eighteen. 
When a youngster comes to the Y, 
if he is twelve or thirteen years 
old, ia put in a team of that age, 
under a captain and a lieutenant 
the officers of each team, who are 
under the personal supervision of 
the assistant director. The new 
lad is chosen for one of the teams 
and IB "absorbed" in the system 
of training at the Y. He does not 
shift for himself. 
He b<J3 met a 
large number of youngsters of his 
own age; he is one of them, and 
from that day on he enters a care- 
fully directed system of develop- 
ment and body building. 


The groups run from twelve to 


thirteen years of age for the first 
year; thirteen to fourteen for the 
second year; fourteen to 
fifteen 


for the third year, and sixteen to 
eighteen for the fourth year. Then 
there is a. senior group of organ- 
ized training from eighteen to 
twenty-five years of age. 


Each toy who enters one of 


these classes is watched carefully 
and his progress registered. 
A 


score card of the boy's progress 


It is the duty of the captain and his 
lieutenant to keep his team pepped 
>up. He atteDds to all matters of 
tabulating the scores of his team. 
He usually Is a leader in his class, 
an all-around sort of a chap the 
outstanding mac 
The' classes 


select their captains and usujJly 
select the right fellow for this 
place and "Andy" says that the 
boys select the ones he has in view 
nine times out of ten. 


These youngsters are put hru 


some drills in their early classes. 
Thru athletics they are taught the 
lesson of progress in school, and 
in a business way, and they learn 
that only as they apply themselves 
can they get ahead in any thing in 
life, says Andy. 


Fairness in games is one of the 


things that is Insisted upon or 
rather has been insisted upon at the 
Y from the start and today unfair- 
ness is almost eliminated, accord- 
ing to Andy. 
The joungsters at 


the Y like real sportsmanship. They 
do not like the lad who 
when he meets defeat.
